London, July 26.—The village of Posisres, north of the Somme, 


1 • , Petrograd, July 26.—'The Turkish fortress of Erxlngjan. in Cen¬ 
tral Armenia, has been captured by Russian troops. This was an¬ 
nounced officially here to-day. 

The text of the statement follows: 

“On Tuesday our gallant troops under command of Oen. Ode nit- 
chin took in battle the town of Krzingjan. As a result the clearing o t 
the Turks from Armenia has been accomplished. 

“Thp emperor yesterday sent the following telegram to the oom- 
mander-in -chief at Tiflis: 

“ ‘It is with joy that I have heard of the taking of Erxingjaa. 
From the bottom of my heart I congratulate you and the heroic Cau¬ 
casus army upon your victory. I am delighted that the troops an 
quickly justified the confidence placed in them.

Ottawa, July !l.—Another record- 
breaking trade atatement has been Is¬ 
sued. It shows an Increase of more 
than IS per cent In tho grand total of 
Canadian trade for the three months 
of the fiscal year ended June Id. The 
volume of trade on that date had 
reached I5I7.MJ.III, os against 1271,: 
III.IM for the Ural quarter of the pre¬ 
vious fiscal, year. 

The Increase has been pretty evenly 
divided as between the two branches of 
trade, the Imports having risen from 
t9R.0l7.ll7 to 9184.246.484 and the do¬ 
mestic exports from 9118.676.221 to 
924G.38I.0I6. Foreign exports increased 
from 98,676,776 to 994.989.732. 

The June trade contributed largely 
to ths good showing for the financial 
quarter, the increase In the trade total 
being from 9127,402.614 In June, 1916, 
to 9242,642,644 In June of this year. 

The exports for the month show vary 
heavy Increases In manufactures and 
In agricultural and mineral products.

Although the sinking of the Candi¬ 
date is an old atory, Capt. Handiford 
relates with seat some of his expert- 
griccs on that memorable occasion. 

The German submarine overhauled 
live Candidate when she was off the 
south coast of Ireland in foggy weather.

SEEK WAY TO AID 


CHIEF OF POLICE 


Saanich Commissioners and 
Council Recognize Moral Ob¬ 
ligation to Lift Judgment 

The Hoanlch police comm Iasi oners 
held a special meeting before the coun¬ 
cil session, last evening for tto purpose 
of dealing with a peculiar situation. It 
arises from tto Judgment now sought 
to be collected from Chief of Police 
Little, together with J. B. Howes, of 
the city health department, following 
the McCann case for the destruction of 
Ills buildings on Maplewo»»d avmu« 
While the total amount of the Judg¬ 
ment la 91.249 M. the characteristic fea¬ 
ture of sheriffs law enablee the plain¬ 
tiff to collect from either party who 
has the money, although the Judge 
found ,-ach defendant equally blamable 
The sheriff has already a bailiff In Mr 
Howes* house, but by promise of ron- 
nlderatlon at this commissioners' meet¬ 
ing. the bailiff hoe been staved off from 
entering Chief Ltttte’a house. Prom 
shat transpired last evening. It does 
not seem likely that the sheriffs offi¬ 
cers c*n be kept waiting much longer 

After talking tto matter over for half 
*u . hour* Commissioner Nicholson 
IKdntlng out that there would to a Hot 
In Hoanlch If Little was made to suffer 
for a public act which he had been In¬ 
structed to execute, the commissioners 
agreed to ask the council to vote Little 
an honorarium equal to tto amount of 
tbe Judgment 

Councilor Carey, a member of tto 
commission. In discussing the matter 
later before the council, said tto whole 
sentiment of Sassieh favored tto coun¬ 
cil coming to the relief of their officer 
and did not care by what means, so 
long as It was done. 

Tto council showed no divergence of 
opinion as to the moral right of back¬ 
ing up Little In getting rid of what was 
described as a menace to tto public 
health, but wished to vote the money 
without being surcharged later. 

What the council wanted to do was 
to offer to pay half, and get tto city to 
assume Howes* share, so to that end It 
was decided to send a deputation to the 
street* committee of the city council on 
Friday, after consultation with the 
municipal solicitor. The Hoanlch re¬ 
sponsibility was felt to terminate there, 
the city benefiting by tto act which had 
occurred. 

In seeking to avoid the pitfalls of 
'crabbed ratepayers who would try to 
raako It unpleasant for the councilors." 
consultation with the solicitor was 
deemed advisable. Councilor Dlggon 
naively putting It that what they want¬ 
ed woa to find a way of doing an Il¬ 
legal thing rightly. 

Councilor Borden said the council 
wss under n moral obligation to tto 
chief, to help him In the present diffi¬ 
culty. 

Councilor Orant. who ha«J moved for 
a consultation with the city aldermen. 
*»M It was s cos* where the law would 
not wait. They must make up their 
minds quickly. I woa use the costs were 
running up esch day.

IS ALMOST READY 
FOR OCCUPATION 


Saanich Municipal Mall Should 
' Be Partly Occupied 
» Next Week 


The Baanich municipal hall Is rapid¬ 
ly approaching completion, the exten¬ 
sions having entirely remodeled Its 
character, and It Is hoped to make use 
of the rear portion of the building next 
week. Aa a matter of fact tenancy of 
the Royal Oak hall expires on Tues- 
d ay | ho that removal, from there must 
occur soon. 

The council chamber, situate in the 
basement. Is.practically finished. It Is 
A kmg room, well Ughtad.-with separata 
entrance from the south side of the 
building. The police quarters, a gen¬ 
eral office, private office, and the cells 
are In this Door of the building, and 
are a great Improvement on the old ac¬ 
commodation. 

This part of the building eon be used 
practically at once, os can also the en¬ 
gineer's rooms upstairs. The engineer’s 
general office and .draughting room Is 
a spacious apartment, well lighted, and 
la corrected with the engineer’s private 
room. The telephone exchange room 
and minor offices are small, but equal 
to the needs of the district for some 
time to come. They srs all jrell ad¬ 
vanced. though the floors have yet to 
to laid. 

The front office, which la to be for 
Public business, extends the whole 
breadth of the building on tto front. 
It Is a fins room, but Is In tto least 
advanced stage, so cannot bs occupied 
<111 after tto remainder of the building 
is finished. A veranda has been con¬ 
structed running the whole length of 
the south aide, which has Improved the 
appearance of the exterior. A cement 
approach leads to the fuel bunkers for 
the furnace. Hubetantial vaults have 
been provided In the new building for 
the repository of official documents. 

The remodeling of the building has 
been carried out by contract under tto 
direct charge of tto municipal engineer. 

STARTS PAYING ON 
EAST SAANICH ROAD 


Progress on Work is Reported 
ta Council, Sidewalk 
Construction 


D. W Johnson, the engineer, report¬ 
ed to tits Hoanlch council last evening 
that the Warren Construction Com¬ 
pany would to-day commence laying 
paving upon tto rpek already In po¬ 
sition on the Font Saanich road. Hs 
also reported that tha Gorge road 
paving was now completed, and 
ask«xl tha council for a direction 
whether tho proposed sidewalk should 
he re-laid. 

This latter suggestion led to a 
lively discussion, a* some of tha coun¬ 
cilors felt that tto peopla provided 
with a permanent roadway could well 
wait till the other portions of tto 
district had sidewalks, notably tha 
side streets In Ward VII. 

Councilor Tanner thought the coun¬ 
cil might well consider tho construe - 
tlon of more permanent sidewalks 
than lumber, by using cinders or 
gravel. 

The reeve and Councilor Carey 
Joined Councilor Dlggon In favoring 
tha aralk, on tha ground that the''coon- 
cil ought to protect tha public. On 
account of tto automobile traffic, 
which now endangered pedestrian* on 
the roadway, the mad was entitled to 
special treatment. 

Councilor Tanner was supported by 
Councilor Jones, who greatly depre¬ 
cated tto construction of more 
wooden sidewalks, and hoped some 
means would he devised of securing a 
totter sidewalk accommodation. He 
hoped to see the application of tha 
principle of gravel roads to sidewalk 
construction. Councilor Jones wished 
more attention was given to provision 
for cycle tracks, a form of *port_niiich 
ought to be encouraged thotigh now. 
out of fashion. 

Eventually tha recommendation of I 
tha engineer was adopted. The latter 
also strongly advocated Improvements 
in tha Park dale district, particularly 
In tto way of sidewalks. 

Councilor Idggon supported tha re¬ 
commendation suggesting a visit to 
tha scana. 

Finding It was too expensive to 
have a search made of all tha land 
|titles, soma 33,341 parcels. In tha mu¬ 
nicipality, the council decided not to 
proceed with tha matter at praaent 
The cost would to about 93.000. Nego¬ 
tiations have been In progress be¬ 
tween tto Inspector of legal offices, 
A. V. Plneo, and tto assessor on tto 
matter. 

Councilor Grant Impressed on the 
police commissioners tha absolute ne- 
cesslty of having tha pound by-law 
enforced. He said that tto roaming 
of cattle a tout tbe roads by day and 
night was steadily on tha Increase.
